HI-DE-HI! star Jeffrey Holland 
has vowed to bring his one- 
man show back to the Black 
Country to help the Grange 
Players, where he started his 
career back in the 1960s. 

The group, which has operated from 
a site on the edge of the Arboretum 
since the 1950s, is in desperate need 
of cash to keep it going. 

The Players are ap¬ 
pealing for help to raise 
£60,000 to carry out 
vital works that will 
allow them to reopen 
their Grange Playhouse. 

Bosses of the reg¬ 
istered charity have 
launched a Save The 
Grange appeal. 

The group’s patron 
Mr Holland, aged 71, 
who is from the town, 
has stepped in to help 
the fundraising push. 

Mr Holland, who 
recently performed in 
Wolverhampton Grand 
Theatre’s production 
of Brassed Off, said: “I started off my acting 
career there in the 1960s. Now I’m the patron 
and have been for a few years. 

“It’s a tragedy that they are in such a state. I 
have offered to help with fundraising by doing 
my one-man play again and other activities as 
well.” 

Mr Holland, best known as Spike in the TV 
sitcom Hi-De-Hi, said: “They need to raise a 
lot of money. It’s tragic, the building is in such 
need of repair. I remember my aunt was actu¬ 
ally involved in helping the construction of the 
building in the first place back in the 1950s. 
I’ve got a life-long link with it and it would be 
immensely sad to see anything happen to it 
that couldn’t be put right. 

“It is where I started out and it’s the only 
little theatre of its kind like it in the area - and 
everyone can use the facilities. We mustn’t let 
the Grange go.” it’s unique. I’ve seen many 
productions there and the standards are very 
high.”

STAFF and pupils at a once-struggling school 
are celebrating a turnaround in its fortunes 
after it was taken out of special measures by 
Ofsted. 

Inspectors have praised the rapid progress 
being made at Bloxwich Academy in Walsall 
since it was ordered to improve in 2013. 

The school was previously known as The 
Mirus Academy but took on its new name 
after being taken over by Matrix Academy 
Trust in April 2015. 

Since then staff have been working hard 
to raise standards at the school, which offers 


education from nursery to sixth form and has 
1,100 pupils. 

During the recent Ofsted visit, inspectors 
noted positive changes in both teaching and 
pupil behaviour. The school is now rated as 
‘requires improvement’ with some ‘good’ as¬ 
pects. Last year, the school was also named 
the most improved in the country for pupil 
progress in Key Stage 4. 

But head Andy Seager says the team of 
140 staff are continuing to drive forward fur¬ 
ther improvements. “I’m delighted with the 
transformation that has occurred at Bloxwich 


Academy and would like to thank all parents, 
pupils and staff in particular for their sup¬ 
port,” he said. 

“We will not rest until we reach our aim of 
being the outstanding education provider all 
the pupils deserve and the hard work contin¬ 
ues in 2018.” 

During their visit the Ofsted inspectors 
noted the ‘warm’ and ‘highly-positive re¬ 
lationships’ between staff and pupils, with 
pupils’ conduct being ‘calm and orderly’. 
Sixth-form students were praised for being 
‘positive role models for other pupils’. 



ANIMALS 

Dogs moved as 
shelter closes 

A TROUBLED dog shelter has shut down 
after volunteers removed more than 20 
animals claiming they were ‘at risk’. 

Rosedene Rescue Centre in Rushall 
has closed temporarily but bosses say the 
facility at Radley Road is being revamped 
and new management will be put in place. 

Last week volunteers left the centre 
having transferred 21 dogs to a support 
group. They have criticised conditions at 
Rosedene and have called for the centre 
to be closed permanently by authorities. 
They have launched a petition on 38 de¬ 
grees which has been backed by more 
than 300 people so far. 

A statement on behalf of the former 
helpers said: “The conditions of the Ro¬ 
sedene Rescue Centre kennels and areas 
where volunteers and visitors could go, 
has been deteriorating over many years. 

A group of Rosedene Rescue Centre vol¬ 
unteers, working with other dog rescues, 
organisations and individuals moved all 
the remaining dogs to safe places.” 

In response, a Rosedene spokesman 
said: “The place is being revamped and 
a new management team is being put in 
place. Once the revamp has taken place 
Rosedene will be relaunched.” 

The owner of Rosedene, Desmond 
Goodall, said: “I’m committed to Rosed¬ 
ene and to make sure the centre is run 
professionally and the dogs are well 
looked after. This is why I’m pleased that 
it’s now under new management.”

Fans stage protest 
at Saddlers match 

WALSALL FC fans have vowed to protest 
outside the Banks’s during every home 
match ‘until something changes’. 

Discontented supporters, critical of the 
running of the club, launched their first 
demonstration on Saturday during the Sad¬ 
dlers’ 2-1 win over visitors Oxford. On the 
80th minute season ticket holders left the 
stands and formed en-masse in the car 
park. The 150-strong crowd chanted for 
owner Jeff Bonser to leave the club.

TOP rocker Glenn Hughes has been 
named as a headline act for a summer 
festival in July. 

The former Deep Purple ace, from 
Cannock, will be top of the bill on the 
Saturday night at the eighth Steelhouse 
Festival which runs from July 27-29. 

Vocalist and bassist Glenn will be per¬ 
forming ‘Classic Deep Purple - Live’. 
Hughes was part of the MK III and MK 
IV line-ups of the band who released the 
albums Burn, Stormbringer and Come 
Taste the Band. 

He said: “I’m incredibly excited to 


get out there and play tracks like Burn, 
Mistreated, Stormbringer and Getting 
Tighter, as well as some of those older 
songs that helped define the genre. With 
this band, I can assure you of a concert 
that’ll blow your mind.” 

Festival organisers say it will be the 
first time that fans in the UK will have 
an opportunity to see ‘The Voice of 
Rock’ perform an entire set of Purple 
classics. 

The festival takes place on the edge of 
Brecon Beacons at Ebbw Vale. 

Promoters Mikey Evans and Max 


Rhead said, “When we were growing up 
in Ebbw Vale, our local video rental out¬ 
let had a copy of Deep Purple’s filmed 
appearance at Cal-Jam, 1974, a live con¬ 
cert so legendary and so exotic that it 
may as well have taken place on Mars.

A MURDER probe has been 
launched after a 19-year-old was 
stabbed to death at a house par¬ 
ty. 

West Midlands Police officers were 
called to an address in Chuckery, Wal¬ 
sall, at 1.46am on Sunday following 
reports of disorder. 

The force said the man was found injured 
and emergency services tried to save him at 
the scene but they were unsuccessful. The 
victim is yet to be formally named by po¬ 
lice. Officers remained at the Willows Road 
property and forensic investigators were 
spotted entering the home. 

Police tape was placed around the house 
while a large cordon was set up restricting 
access to Willows Road between the junc¬ 
tions with Chuckery Road and Princes Av¬ 
enue. 

Det Insp Ian Wilkins, from the West Mid¬ 
lands Police homicide team, said: “Inves¬ 
tigations are at an early stage, but there 
appears to have been a party at an address 
in Willows Road, which resulted in a disor¬ 
der and a young man tragically losing his 
life. 

“I would urge the person or persons re¬ 
sponsible for the stabbing to come forward 
and hand themselves in. The police will 
find out who is responsible and I would ask 
them to search their conscience.” 

Residents in the area reacted with shock 
to the news. One woman, who did not want 
to be named, said: “I heard a bit of noise 
and looked out of my window to see emer¬ 
gency services were all around the home. 

“You just think ‘what has happened?’ It 
is a bit unnerving to find out someone has 
been killed on your doorstep, especially a 
young lad. It’s a real shame.” 

Lorasib Khan, of Willows Road, said: “It 
is very unusual for this area and very rare 
anything like that happens here. 

“Everybody keeps themselves to them¬ 
selves, you hardly see anybody outside.”

Collapsed 
Carillion's 
projects at 
standstill 

WORK on two of the region’s biggest 
building projects appeared to have 
ground to a halt just hours after news of 
Carillion’s liquidation. 

The Wolverhampton construction and 
services giant is one of the main con¬ 
tractors working on the £700 million 
Paradise redevelopment in Birmingham 
city centre, but work stopped on Monday 
morning as news broke of the collapse. 

It is unclear who will now pick up the 
job of completing Carillion’s work on 
the first phase of Paradise, including the 
completion of One Chamberlain Square 
and the surrounding infrastructure 
work. 

Meanwhile in Smethwick a skeleton 
crew of workers was manning another 
major Carillion building project - the 
£350 million Midland Metropolitan Hos¬ 
pital. No construction work appeared to 
be going on with just 10 people seeming 
to carry out maintenance work across 
the site. 

In a statement Toby Lewis, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, said: “We are 
working closely with HM Treasury and 
The Hospital Company as alternative 
arrangements are put in place to ensure 
that the construction of the Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital is completed.”

Half of staff 
fail to take 
all holiday 
allowance 

ALMOST half of people in the West 
Midlands have left-over holiday al¬ 
lowance at the end of the year, new 
research has revealed. 

British Airways, which carried out 
the survey, is now encouraging peo¬ 
ple not to become a nation of holiday 
commitment-phobes and ensure they 
are taking enough time away from the 
workplace. 

One piece of advice is to make time 
to plan a holiday. It may come as no 
surprise that one of the main reasons 
for West Midlands residents not tak¬ 
ing their full quota of annual leave 
was due to being busy at work, fol¬ 
lowed by just over a third saving them 
up for a holiday they did not take. 

Thirty per cent of West Midlands 
residents were unable to get the time 
off work to enjoy a longer holiday and 
under a third have not been on a two- 
week holiday for more than two years, 
as it seems finding a work-life balance 
does not come easy. More than a third 
believe that two-week holidays are 
frowned on or discouraged at their 
workplace. 

It seems even when we do manage 
to seek out some sunshine, 17 per 
cent of those from the West Midlands 
noted that on their return they felt as 
if they had not managed to properly 
switch-off. 

More than half of holidaymakers 
spent a lot of their holiday thinking 
about work and wider commitments. 

Advice on making 
lifestyle changes 

HEALTH leaders are encouraging 
people to make small changes to their 
diet and swap fatty foods for fruit and 
vegetables. They say maintaining a 
healthy lifestyle is a lot easier than 
people may think. 

Dr Anand Rischie, chairman of 
NHS Walsall Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said: “Making small changes 
to your diet is the healthiest and most 
achievable way to lose weight. 

“Avoiding foods such as fats, salts 
and sugars and then swapping them 
for something healthier such as fruit 
and vegetables can help reduce your 
calorie intake.” 

Dr Rischie said that by making 
small, individual changes residents 
could make a big overall difference to 
their diet.

Saddlers fans protest 
after match walk-out 



ABOUT 150 Walsall FC fans pro¬ 
tested outside the Banks’s Stadium 
during the home clash with Oxford 
in objection to how the club is being 
run. 

Supporters piled out of the exits on the 
80th minute on Saturday, despite the fact 
the contest was finely poised at 2-1 - a 
score which remained unchanged - to the 
Saddlers at the time, and pitched up out¬ 
side the ground’s main reception where 
they chanted “We want our Walsall back” 
and “We want Bonser out”. 

Protest organiser David Oily Beckett, aged 
53, said the main issue was the fact Jeff Bonser 
owned the club and the ground as two separate 
entities. 

Fans argue that the £440,000 the club pays a 
pension pot - of which Bonser is a beneficiary - 
to rent the stadium every year, would be better 
spent on the team. 

The supporters have also criticised the com¬ 
mercialisation of the Banks’s under the brand¬ 
ing WFC The Venue, claiming it has been 
advertised as based in Birmingham, whilst 
questioning whether any of the income was 
used to improve the squad. 

Community 

Mr Beckett said: “For us the way Jeff Bonser 
owns the club has always been simmering in 
the background. 

“It is a football club, it has always been a 
football club for the community of the town of 
Walsall. 

“Jeff Bonser has decided to rebrand it as 
Walsall The Venue, Birmingham which is a 
smack in the face to people in Walsall. 

“Year on year we have become tired of the 
Walsall FC playing side being treated as an 
add-on to the commercial business. 

“It is no longer run as a football club. 

“Ultimately the aim is to reunite this club’s 
ownership with its own ground and regain the 
true identity firstly as a football club, not a 
banqueting facility or a comedy gala venue. 

“The fans are sick and tired of the football 
side having to beg for crumbs from Jeff Bons¬ 
er’s banqueting table.” 

The action also received the backing of Wal¬ 


sall Football Supporters Trust. However, board mem¬ 
ber Ian Astbury said: “It is time for the fans to make 
a stand. 

“We have had enough of the club being treated as 
a corporate wedding venue, corporate events venue, 


firstly this is a football club and it needs to be run as 
a football club, the football club not as a side issue.” 

The club held a fans focus meeting last week giving 
fans a chance to air their concerns, but they confirmed 
they did not want to respond to the protest.

Albion claimed Livermore was pro¬ 
voked by a remark related to the death 
of his infant son, Jake Junior, in 2014. 

A West Ham statement read: “Incit¬ 
ing or abusive behaviour will not be 
tolerated at London Stadium.”

A LONG-RUNNING theatre 
group in Walsall could fold 
after being forced to shut its 
venue of 67 years over health 
and safety risks. 

The Grange Players are now appeal¬ 
ing for help to raise £60,000 to carry 
out vital works that will allow them 
to reopen the Grange Playhouse in in 
Broadway North. 

The building has been used by the 
group since 1951, and is in dire need 
of repairs that will cost thousands of 
pounds. 

Bosses of the registered charity now 
expect the Grange Playhouse will be 
closed for at least six months until 
they have raised the money and have 
had to stop performing. 

Temporary chairman, Pete Smith, 
aged 72, has been part of the group 
since 1967. 

He said: “It is tragic because we did 
not see it coming and it happened so 
quickly. 

“I’ve directed plays and been in 40 
or 50 of them. 

Family 

“It is a big part of my life as it is for 
many members. 

“It is very much a family thing and 
some of the people who are part of it 
have have grown old together and we 
are still friends. It is the bulk of our 
social life. Any tradesman who is will¬ 
ing to give materials and time free of 
charge feel is welcome and it would be 
much appreciated.” 

A risk assessment of the building 
was done back in July and it revealed 
there were a lot of health and safety 
issues meaning they have not been 
able to do any productions since then. 

It needs necessary maintenance 
including new fire doors, a safety 
curtain for the stage, rewiring, holes 
to be fixed along with other general 
building and maintenance works. The 


building belongs to Walsall Borough 
Council but the group leases it off the 
council. 

There are more than 300 members 
with around 50 active, including ac¬ 
tors, actresses, and backstage crew. 

Secretary Louise Farmer said: “A 
lot of people are affected. 

“It has not gone down well at all. 
A lot of the patrons got in touch to 
say they want to donate and it is nice 


they are supporting us. It is really sad 
because for the elderly patrons, the 
theatre is their time to get out of the 
house.” 

The group is arranging fundraising 
events and the first will be a Burns 
Supper on January 25 but the venue 
and time is yet to be confirmed. 

Tickets cost £10 which includes a 
buffet and poetry will be read out for 
the event that celebrates the Scottish 


poet Robert Burns on his birthday. 

The Grange Players formed over 
65 years ago to encourage the local 
community to take part in drama and 
theatre through productions they reg¬ 
ularly put on.

Uninsured 
teen driver 
avoids jail 
over death 

AN uninsured teenager who killed a 
pedestrian while driving his mother’s 
car for the first time has been spared 
jail. The Motability scheme Mercedes 
A180 was doing 57 mph in a 30 limit, 
a judge heard. 

Analysis of CCTV evidence by a fo¬ 
rensic collision investigator concluded 
that scaffolder Jake Nelson - 18 at 
the time but now aged 19 - was ac¬ 
celerating before having to brake hard 
after Neil Perry started to cross New 
Street in Hill Top, West Bromwich at 
11.30pm on February 5 last year, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

The inexperienced driver tried un¬ 
successfully to avoid the 39-year-old. 

Mr Perry, who was his mother’s 
legal carer, died at the scene from 
traumatic brain injuries. He also suf¬ 
fered five fractured ribs and multiple 
fractures to his legs and pelvis. 

The victim was on his way home 
from meeting friends and had a 
blood-alcohol reading nearly three 
times the legal limit for drivers, said 
Mr Garcha, who added: “His level of 
intoxication may have affected his 
ability to assess the speed of the on¬ 
coming vehicle.” 

Nelson, who stopped at the scene 
and phoned for an ambulance, was 
filled with regret and remorse and 
has needed counselling, it was said. 
The defendant, who tested negative 
for alcohol and drugs, had been given 
permission to use the vehicle by his 
mother. She knew he was uninsured 
and has since been fined by magis¬ 
trates for allowing this to happen. 

Nelson, from Hales Road, Wednes- 
bury and of previous good character, 
pleaded guilty to causing the death 
while driving carelessly without in-

Six-storey ex-police HQ faces bulldozer

THE former Walsall police station is 
to be demolished under plans submit¬ 
ted by its new owners. 

Less than two months after Cor- 
bally Property Investments acquired 
the six-storey building on Green 
Lane, the firm has now lodged an ap¬ 
plication to tear it down - paving the 
way for redevelopment of the site. 

Officers were moved out in October 
2016 after the station had served as 
the town’s police hub for 50 years. 
Corbally bought it in November for 
less than the £lm valuation touting it 
for a ‘mixed use’ development. 


The station now looks set to disap¬ 
pear from the town after the plans 
were lodged with Walsall Council. 

A retail development has been 
mooted for the site but Walsall coun¬ 
cillor Doug James believes the public 
should be allowed to have a say in 
what happens. 

He said: “The building has been a 
landmark on the ring road for many 
years but the thing I’m more con¬ 
cerned about with is the money being 
generated from the sale of the police 
station going into frontline services. 

“The past is the past and what we 


should be looking at is a community 
consultation on what happens with 
that part of the town. It shouldn’t 
just be down to the developers with 
the big money.” 

Councillor James said he was un¬ 
certain whether major firms could be 
attracted to a new shopping develop¬ 
ment. He added: “We have got a BHS 
shop in Walsall that still hasn’t been 
filled and that’s a crying shame. It 
boils down to who is going to invest in 
that part of the town.” 

Bloxwich police station is now the 
borough’s force headquarters. 


Fury over railway sleeper 
depot plan linked to HS2 


MORE than 1,000 people have objected to plans 
for a railway sleeper factory next to the M6 - which 
has been earmarked for the Black Country be¬ 
cause of HS2. 

There were angry scenes as dozens of residents packed 
into a consultation event held by Network Rail as they un¬ 
veiled early designs for the compound which they want to 
construct at the Bescot railway sidings, in Friar Park. 

Concerns were expressed PaH I arisen 
about the potential environ- D Y UdN JdCKbOll _ 


mental impact on people’s 
health, noise and traffic the fa¬ 
cility could generate. 

It would produce 600,000 
concrete sleepers a year with 
the first rolling off the line as 
early as August 2019. RAIL. 
ONE, who will operate the site, 
stated the factory would replace 
the one in Washwood Heath, 
Birmingham, which is to be de¬ 
molished to make way for the 
controversial HS2 line. 

Residents raised several con¬ 
cerns over the scheme itself and 
also criticised Network Rail for 
a lack of transparency claiming 
many of them had only heard 
about the meeting via word of 
mouth. 

Sandwell Councillor Simon 
Hackett, who represents Friar 
Park, stood on a chair to rally 
the vocal gathering at the Mil¬ 
lennium Centre last Wednes¬ 
day. He told Network Rail 
officers: “Go back to your bosses 
and tell them we don’t want 
this, go somewhere else it is not 
wanted around here.” 

He later said: “Network Rail 
were not prepared for this to¬ 
night. They have set up a few 
tables in a community centre 
and thought only a few people 
would come. 

“But hundreds of people have 
turned up. They need to go 


away and think again and not 
even bother putting a planning 
application in. There are hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of people 
against this. It is bad for health, 
bad for noise and for traffic.” 

He also said West Bromwich 
East MP Tom Watson had de¬ 
clared his support for residents. 

Hundreds of people have 
backed a paper petition against 
the factory, and more than 700 
had endorsed a separate cam¬ 
paign online. 

Sarah Tranter, who set up 
the latter petition, said: “We 
don’t want this on our door¬ 
step, it’s absolutely huge. Leave 
us alone we have had enough.” 

But RAIL.ONE moved to 
quell people’s fears although 
they were unable to provide any 
details about how many extra 
vehicles there would be a day. 
A spokesman at the exhibition 
said: “The whole idea of this 
was to give people information 
to form a judgement on what 
is being proposed. There have 
been concerns about dust, but 
the impact on the environment 
will be very, very negligible and 
it is not a noisy process. 

“It is too early to tell how 
many HGV vehicle movements 
there will be, that will come 
forward with the planning ap¬ 
plication.” 


Terror attacks memorial plan

ARTIST’S impressions have been unveiled 
for a new memorial in Birmingham to hon¬ 
our victims of the Tunisia terror attacks. 

The £750,000 project, planned for Can¬ 
non Hill Park, will honour victims of the 
attacks in Sousse and Bardo including bud¬ 
ding football referee Joel Richards, aged 19, 
from Wednesbury, his uncle Adrian Evans 
and grandfather Pat Evans. 

The three, who were all Saddlers fans, 
were murdered by gunman Seifeddine 
Rezgui as they holidayed in Sousse. Joel’s 
younger brother Owen survived the attack 
in 2015. The spot for the new memorial has 
been chosen as the most appropriate for all 
the victims’ families. The centrepiece of the 


new memorial is a sculpture titled ‘Infinite 
Wave’ which is said to recreate a “single 
wave formed from 31 individual streams”, 
each one representing the British nationals 
who lost their lives. 

The firm has said the purpose of the 
memorial was to offer “a place of remem¬ 
brance, commemoration and reflection for 
all those affected” by the attack. 

In March 2015 three militants attacked 
the Bardo National Museum, in the Tuni¬ 
sian capital Tunis, and killed 22 people in¬ 
cluding West Midlands solicitor Sally Adey. 

Three months later, a lone gunman killed 
38 holidaymakers - 30 of who were British 
- at El Kantaoui resort, outside Sousse.

Health leaders 
in food advice 

HEALTH leaders in the Black Coun¬ 
try are reminding people that main¬ 
taining a healthy lifestyle is a lot eas¬ 
ier than they may think. 

Dr Anand Rischie, chairman of 
NHS Walsall Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, said: “For starters, mak¬ 
ing small changes to your diet is the 
healthiest and most achievable way to 
lose weight.”

It is called Apocalypti¬ 
cism. Now, there’s a real denture tester. 

A READER who believes Brexit will never 
happen writes: “Brexit is merely a bar-room 
drunk’s xenophobic fantasy . . . Remainers will 
prevail because we have common sense, truth, 
peace, patriotism and the social good as our 
arguments.” And humility. Don’t forget the hu¬ 
mility. 

THE anti-Brexit movement, led by Lord 
Adonis, Gina Miller, Tony Blair and the others, is 
based on the unspoken, but heavily implied, be¬ 
lief that these people are much cleverer than the 
rest of us. I cannot speak for them all but I have 
interviewed Tony Blair several times. Although a 
number of words sprang to mind, “clever” was 
never one of them. 

BY the end of this year, smacking children will 
probably be illegal in Wales and Scotland. This 
offers some interesting business opportunities 
on England’s western and nothern borders.

pers-R-Us?) where Scots and Welsh parents 
can bring their errant offspring for a taste of tra¬ 
ditional discipline and regale them with stories 
of how “we all got it in the old days and it never 
did me any harm.” 

MORE to the point, when slapping is banned 
across the UK, as it surely will be, what happens 
next? The approved alternatives to smacking, 
as preached by the great and good, are con¬ 
fining a child to its bedroom or confiscating its 
favourite toy. Or to put it another way, impris¬ 
onment without trial, and theft. One for the hu¬ 
man-rights lawyers. 

AFTER my recent item on prostate examina¬ 
tions, a reader tells me of a GP who uses two 
fingers, in case he needs a second opinion. 

A COMEDIAN in the 1980s announced de¬ 
tails of Margaret Thatcher’s latest cabinet re¬ 
shuffle. Apparently, Thatcher had moved the 
blue Wedgwood pot behind the little china dog. 
The recent reshuffle by Theresa May was just as 
underwhelming and didn’t even have a punch¬ 
line. But it did make the point, as May sacked 
middle-aged ministers for being “male, pale and 
stale,” as the BBC put it, that it is perfectly pos¬ 


sible in these enlightened times to be sacked for 
being the wrong gender, colour or age. 

SOME of the victims of the black-cab rapist 
John Worboys are demanding that when he is 
freed from prison he should be excluded from 
London. And if the worst happened and Wor¬ 
boys struck again in the provinces, who would 
explain to the victims in Wales, Whitby or Wol¬ 
verhampton that a rapist was unleashed in their 
midst to make London safer? 

WHY was the normally cool Labour 
front-bencher Keir Starmer so agitated and 
anxious in his interview following the announce¬ 
ment that Worboys was due for release? Starm- 
er’s only involvement with the case is that at the 
time, nine years ago, he was Director of Public 
Prosecutions when it was decided to charge 
Worboys with only a dozen offences. His law¬ 
yers probably took the view that adding many 
more similar cases to the charge sheet would 
not result in a longer prison sentence. So it 
was a pragmatic, logical decision. The snag 
for Starmer is that in the intervening nine years 
sex offences against women have become 
centre-stage. Logic is not what it was. We now 
have a febrile culture in which a single ill-judged 
email or a wandering male hand 10 years ago is 
enough to end a political career. Starmer knows 
that he will survive the current scandal, so long 
as nothing more happens. But what if Worboys 
is released and offends again? In the present 
climate, illogical and unfair though it may seem, 
Keir Starmer could find his head on the block. 
No wonder he looked worried.

Weathering 
storm of 
American 
influence 

POLITICIANS love to tell us that Britain 
has a special relationship with the United 
States - and it seems that includes the 
weather. 

Avid watchers of weather forecasts will 
be well aware that storms these days are 
given human names, apparently to raise 
awareness so that people can take ur¬ 
gent action and batten down the hatches 
as severe winds and rain approach. 

The Met Office, in conjunction with Ire¬ 
land’s Met Eireann, announced the storm 
names for the 2017-18 season in Sep¬ 
tember, and already we’ve had Aileen, 
Brian, Caroline, Dylan and Eleanor. 

In anticipation of a particularly bad sea¬ 
son, a number of names have been cho¬ 
sen in alphabetical order. So far, so good, 
but a graphic on the Met Office website 
illustrates some glaring omissions in the 
naming process - which is where the 
American influence comes in. 

Instead of using all 26 letters of the al¬ 
phabet, Q, U, X, Y and Z have not been 
allocated a name. At first glance, it’s easy 
to assume the Met Office had difficulty in 
choosing names for those five letters. 

However, the actual reason they are 
not included is - and I quote the Met Of¬ 
fice’s small print - ‘this ensures we are in 
line with the US National Hurricane Cen¬ 
tre naming convention and will maintain 
consistency for official storm naming in 
the North Atlantic’. 

So there we are. Our storm-nam¬ 
ing system is at the mercy of American 
weather experts. 

Maybe a campaign could be started 
to have those five lonely letters included 
after all. In true British spirit, the Talking 
Point team set about thinking up how to 
fill the gaps. 

We came up with Quentin, Una, Xavier, 
Yul and Zach, and we’d like to think they 
are more sensible than some of the sug¬ 
gestions submitted to the Met Office. 

How seriously could you take the news 
that Storm Gnasher was on the way? Or 
how about Baldrick, NastyBoy, Skylab, 
Stomp, Swoosh or Twizzle? Not surpris¬ 
ingly, the names of retailers such as B&Q 
and Asda were also excluded. 

Looking back, the 2016-17 season saw 
five storms named, from Angus to Ewan. 
In the previous season, 11 were named, 
from Abigail to Katie. 

Obviously, no-one can tell how many 
names will be needed this season - as 
few as possible, if we are lucky. 

So despite the Americans taking over 
in this instance, perhaps we should be 
hoping that we don’t get as far as those 
missing letters.

Futuristic design M5 
energy plant backing 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build an energy plant over¬ 
looking the M5 in West Brom¬ 
wich have been recommend¬ 
ed for approval. 

It comes after hundreds of peo¬ 
ple objected to the scheme. 

The 10,000sq m energy recovery 
facility will be built at Giffards Re¬ 
cycling, off Kelvin Way and convert 
400,000 tons of waste into electricity 
to power 70,000 homes a year. 

The application by Versus Oak En¬ 
ergy was lodged with Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil last year. And now planning officers 
have welcomed the scheme. 

A petition demanding that the facil¬ 
ity be blocked was signed by 450 peo¬ 
ple and handed to bosses at the local 
authority. 

Councillor Bawa Dhallu, who repre¬ 
sents the West Bromwich ward, said: 

“There were quite a few people who 
were upset when they heard about it. 

Situation 

“But we need to know the full de¬ 
tails of it first. We need access to the 
full details about the environment sit¬ 
uation, how residents feel and what it 
will fully entail.” 

The energy facility would process 
and convert waste into high-pressure 
steam. 

The steam would then be de-pres- 
surised to produce electricity. Existing 
buildings on the site would have to be 
bulldozed. 

A design statement submitted with 
the application said the site would 
operate 24/7 but that waste deliveries 
from lorries would be restricted to be¬ 
tween 7am and 7pm on weekdays and 
7pm and 1pm on Saturdays. 

There would be no deliveries on 
Sundays, it added. A total of 168 ve-

hides would enter and leave the site 
every weekday, according to the plans. 

Planning agent Kelvin said the fa¬ 
cility would provide an ‘iconic and 
positive addition to the local area’ and 
the building would ‘create a landmark 
structure for people travelling along 
the M5 motorway’. 

A committee report submitted last 
week states that the ‘depth of feeling’ 
expressed by residents is ‘understood’. 

However, it continues: “Overall the 
proposal is welcomed as it will lead to a 
more sustainable use of waste materi¬ 
als that would otherwise go to landfill. 
The power generated from the facil¬ 


ity can be used by sites and premises 
nearby.” 

The design statement added: “The 
energy recovery facility (ERF) will 
have the capacity to process up to 
395,000 tons of waste of fuel per 
annum, with the potential to generate 
up to 35MW of electricity.” 

“The components of the ERF would 
largely be contained within one main 
building. A design brief was created in 
consultation with Sandwell Council, 
with the aim of creating a bold, vis¬ 
ually pleasing building, particularly 
from views from the M5.”

Trouble identifying 
bridge over waters

HERE’S an easy puzzle for 
readers to solve - where ex¬ 
actly is this bridge? 

There is even an obvious clue as 
the company publicity describes it 
as: “Bridge over the River Severn 
at Buildwas.” 

It was the handiwork of E C & J 
Keay Ltd engineers and ironfounders 
at their James Bridge Works, in Dar- 
laston. 

The bridge spanned 135ft and 28ft 
in width, while the steelwork weighed 
in at 146 tons. So many readers will 
have no trouble in identifying it as 
the bridge over the River Severn to 
the original 1930s Ironbridge Power 
Station. 

The only trouble with that is - it 
isn’t. 

The picture was brought in by Mrs 
Iris Norwood, of Doseley, Telford, who 
has been trying to solve the riddle on 
behalf of a colleague from the history 
group in Cheslyn Hay. 

Mrs Norwood is from Hollybush, 
Cheslyn Hay, originally, and moved to 
Shropshire in 1971. 

“I just know him as Ken, and he 
comes to the history group at Ches¬ 
lyn Hay, of which I am a member,” 
she said. “He lived in Darlaston and 
had this photograph and asked me if 
I knew where it was, saying I lived up 
that area now. 

“So I went to the power station and 
asked the man on the gate if he knew 
where it is. He said ‘It’s probably the 
old bridge up the road’. 

“My son took a photograph of it and 
it doesn’t look like that at all. I don’t 
think it looks like the same bridge. I 
would love to be able to find out.” 

However, with a bit of digging, we’re 
pretty sure we can now solve the mys¬ 
tery. 


The company literature is somewhat 
visually misleading, because it seems 
to have ‘squeezed’ the photograph to 
give a false perspective, making the 
bridge in question look smaller in span 
than it actually is, or rather was. 

Because the bridge is no longer 


there in its current form. It is the 
Buildwas bridge, built in 1905 and 
1906 to replace a previous iron bridge 
built by Thomas Telford in the 1790s. 
That replacement was in turn replaced 
in 1992, incorporating the stone abut¬ 
ments from Telford’s bridge.

Litter 
removal and vermin control 
must remain a top priority 
for the establishment.”

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Memorial plan over terror attacks 


ARTIST’S impressions have been 
unveiled for a new memorial in Bir¬ 
mingham to honour victims of the 
Tunisia terror attacks. 

The £750,000 project, planned 
for Cannon Hill Park, will honour 
victims of the attacks in Sousse 
and Bardo including budding foot¬ 
ball referee Joel Richards, aged 19, 
from Wednesbury, his uncle Adrian 
Evans and grandfather Pat Evans. 

The three, who were all Saddlers 
fans, were murdered by gunman 
Seifeddine Rezgui as they holidayed 
in Sousse. Joel’s younger brother 
Owen survived the attack in 2015. 

The spot for the new memorial 
has been chosen as the most appro¬ 
priate for all the victims’ families. 

The centrepiece of the new me¬ 
morial is a sculpture titled ‘Infinite 
Wave’ which is said to recreate a 
“single wave formed from 31 indi¬ 
vidual streams”, each one repre¬ 
senting the British nationals who 
lost their lives. The firm has said 
the purpose of the memorial was to 
offer “a place of remembrance, com¬ 
memoration and reflection for all 
those affected” by the attack. 

Street lays out plans to tax 
old diesels off the road 



METRO Mayor Andy Street 
has revised the idea of a West 
Midlands congestion charge 
to combat pollution from old¬ 
er ‘dirty’ diesels vehicles 

He was speaking as latest auto 
industry figures revealed a slump 
in demand for diesel cars last year. 

The idea of a London-style conges¬ 
tion charge has been proposed several 
times for Birmingham and the sur¬ 
rounding area, including the Black 
Country, but has previously proved 


highly unpopular with the public. 
Andy Street flagged up the rapid 
growth in demand for electric vehicles 
and said the whole industry could be 
seen moving towards offering more 
electric and hybrid options: “My own 
prediction is that this will grow very 
rapidly.” And he said he was deter¬ 
mined that the West Midlands would 
be the centre for this new industry. 

In the meantime Mr Street said the 
region was drawing up plans under 
the Government’s ‘clean air; strategy 
to tax heavily polluting older diesel ve¬ 


hicles, including commercial vehicles, 
off the roads of the region’s towns and 
cities. 

He said removing all diesel cars 
from the streets was “too simplistic”, 
adding: “New modern diesels are rel¬ 
atively clean. Huge progress has been 
made in improving diesel combustion 
engines. 

“What we do need to think about 
is how are we going to move the most 
polluting old diesels off our streets be¬ 
cause the really damaging issue is the 
nitrogen oxide pollutants.”

Geoff: I owe my life 
to university medics

EX-ENGLAND and Wolves 
footballer Geoff Thomas has 
paid tribute to life-saving 
medics as he collected an 
honorary doctorate from Bir¬ 
mingham City University. 

The ex-footballer, leukaemia 
survivor and charity fundraiser 
told students and academics that 
he wouldn’t have been here with¬ 
out the work of Birmingham’s 
Professor Charlie Craddock and 
his team. 

The presentation was made during a 
ceremony held at Birmingham’s Sym¬ 
phony Hall, alongside students gradu¬ 
ating from the University’s Faculty of 
Health, Education and Life Sciences. 

Wonderful 

Geoff was selected to receive the 
award in recognition of the millions of 
pounds he has helped raise for blood 
cancer charities since recovering from 
the disease himself - despite being 
told he had just three months to live 
in 2003. 

Speaking at the ceremony Geoff 
said: “I wouldn’t be here if it wasn’t 
for a certain Professor Charlie Cra¬ 
ddock and his wonderful team. He 
guided me through a year of treat¬ 
ment, radiotherapy, chemotherapy 
and through the arduous stem cell 
transplant which saved my life.” 

He added: “This new funding is de¬ 
livering new hope to patients being 
diagnosed today. Birmingham is a hub 
and Charlie Craddock and his team are 
a leading light in this fight. I was very 
fortunate because of where I lived, 
that I got the best care. 

“I’ve come back to Cure Leukaemia 
and we’ve raised £1.5 million this year 
to help extend the Haematology Cen¬ 


tre to make it a state-of-the-art facil¬ 
ity. It actually opens today and I’m so 
proud of that.” Over a 20-year profes¬ 
sional career, Geoff played for football 
clubs including Crystal Palace, Not¬ 
tingham Forest and Wolves, as well as 
picking up nine caps for England. 

After retiring from the game in 2002 
he was diagnosed with a form of leu¬ 
kaemia and given just three months 
to live, but following a stem cell trans¬ 
plant from his sister and treatment 
by Birmingham’s Professor Charlie 
Craddock he entered remission two 
years later. Geoff has dedicated his 
life to raising funds for blood cancer 
patients since recovering from leukae¬ 
mia, starting the Geoff Thomas Foun¬ 
dation, which raises funds to fight 


cancer, and regularly taking part in 
activities for Cure Leukaemia. 

He has had a long association with 
the West Midlands having arrived in 
the region in 1993 to pull on the old 
gold of Wolves where he spent four 
seasons. 

He has also been a supporter of 
ex-Aston Villa captain Stiliyan Petrov 
who retired from the game after being 
diagnosed with leukaemia in 2013, and 
Wolves goalkeeper Carl Ikeme, who is 
currently undergoing treatment for 
leukaemia. Closing his speech Geoff 
said: “Finally, all I’d say to you grad¬ 
uates from what I’ve learned through 
the world of sport and what I’ve been 
through, if you believe and you have 
the passion just go for it.”

Man is jailed for vicious 
attack on ex-girlfriend 


A FATHER has been sentenced 
to nine years in prison after vi¬ 
ciously attacking his ‘vulnerable’ 
ex-girlfriend. 

Michael Arrowsmith, of Cope Street 
in Walsall, carried out two assaults on 
her last July leaving her in hospital 
with multiple face and body injuries, 
including a fractured jaw, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

She said she had experienced serious 
anxiety since and had not been able to 
leave the house alone. The court heard 
how, during one of the beatings, 47-year- 
old Arrowsmith smashed his victim’s head 
against a door frame, stamped, kicked and 
throttled her. Her injuries were so severe, 
she needed an operation on her jaw to have 
two metal plates put in. 

In a statement read out to the court, she 
said: “Since the attack I’ve been a different 
person. I used to be very social but I’ve only 
gone out a handful of times, and I always 
take someone with me. I’m self conscious 
about my appearance and have no con¬ 
fidence anymore. I cannot sleep without 
having flashbacks.” 

It was said Arrowsmith had a cocaine 
habit, which he had since conquered while 
being in custody, and that his former part¬ 
ner had a history of mental health prob¬ 
lems. Arrowsmith’s solicitor described 
his client’s behaviour as inexplicable. He 
said Arrowsmith was keen to turn his life 
around. 

Sentencing Arrowsmith, Recorder Ed¬ 
ward Coke said: “You knew full well that 
your victim was vulnerable. She was drunk 
and she had mental health problems.” 

Arrowsmith was sentenced to nine years 
in prison, half of which he will serve before 
being released on licence. A restraining 
order will also be in place so he cannot go 
near his victim. Arrowsmith denied two 
GBH charges but was convicted of just one 
- wounding with intent.

Persimmon Homes and Bloor Homes had secured 
permission in principle from Cannock Chase coun¬ 
cil to build the scheme at Norton Hall Lane, Norton 
Canes, in 2011. 

But not a single brick has 
been laid since then causing 
some locals in the area to as¬ 
sume it had fallen through 
or forget about it altogether. 

Now the latest part of the 
scheme, which sets out the 
proposed layout, has finally 
come forward leaving the 
community baffled. 

Dozens of residents 
turned up at Norton Canes 
Community Centre last 
Tuesday, with many believ¬ 
ing they were there to cast 
their eye over an entirely 
new development. 

But the night turned sour 
and prompted angry scenes 
when they were told the 
scheme had already been 
granted approval and WILL 
go ahead. Although the lat¬ 
est ‘reserved matters’ ap¬ 
plication still requires the

formality of being agreed by 
the council’s planning com¬ 
mittee. It has now emerged 
the developers’ initial 
proposal was not actually 
signed off by council officers 
until 2015 due to lengthy 
discussions over some of the 
conditions. 

Councillor John Preece, 
who represents Norton 
Canes, said: “A lot of the 
residents thought it was a 
new application that they 
could change and object to. 
The problem is the develop¬ 
ers have already got permis¬ 
sion, all they needed to do 
was come up with a layout. 

“The developers were 
there (on Tuesday) to talk 
about the plans and I com¬ 
pletely understand why res¬ 
idents were so frustrated.”

The pits? No l loved it 
says ex-miner Mick 


IT was a job worked in dark¬ 
ness and surrounded by dan¬ 
ger. But for ex-miner-turned- 
author Mick Drury it was the 
best job ever. 

And now the 81-year-old from 
Hednesford has released his mem¬ 
oirs of more than 30 years spent 
at Littleton Colliery, in the village 
of Huntington. 

The colliery closed in 1993 and was 
the last working coal mine on the Can¬ 
nock Chase Coalfield. Mick’s book, 
aptly entitled ‘Boots All My Life’, tells 
tales of his daily life as a miner and 
includes fascinating images of his time 
down the pit. 

He said: “I look back with such fond 
memories despite it being hard work. 
We were moving 22 tonne of coal a 
day. I never realised that everyday 
that was happening. There was great 
comradery and the humour in the pits 
kept us going. I went all through work¬ 
ing on the coalface. 

“Boots All My Life will now be my

10th book. Among the others, I have 
written about the coal board and com¬ 
munity life in ex-army barrack huts, 
which I had to do a lot of research on, 
but this is my memories about my time 
at the colliery.” 

Mick could easily have seen his fu¬ 
ture guided in another path away from 
the coalface had it not been for the 
death of his father. 

Redundant 

“I started in the mines straight after 
I finished school in 1951,” he said. 
“I was originally going to work as a 
printer but my father died in an acci¬ 
dent. It left my brother and mother at 
home without a penny, so I thought I 
can’t let this go on. 

“I went down to the pit and got a job 
within a week.” 

Mick said from that moment on the 
only time he was not down the pit was 


when he was in the Army as a me¬ 
chanic for three years until 1989. 

“I was made redundant in 1989 but 
I still see a lot of people I know around 
the town,” he said. “I have kept in 
touch with most of the men who used 
to work there, despite some of them 
sadly passing on now, but we still try 
to have our gatherings.” 

The book has taken 16 years to 
write, on and off, before finally mak¬ 
ing it to publication. It was originally 
to be left just to Mick’s family and was 
never intended to be put out for the 
public to enjoy. 

“Back in the 70s I met with an au¬ 
thor from Hednesford who said that 
I should write down about my time 
at the mines,” added Mick. “Then, 
in 2001, I formed the Mining Society 
in Cannock Chase and realised that I 
had come across books about different 
mines but there was nothing about 
Cannock.

Caiman and Kevin Clifton; Davood Ghadami and Nadiya 
Bychkova; Joe McFadden and Katya Jones; Debbie 
McGee and Giovanni Pernice; and Jonnie Peacock and 
Oti Mabuse. 

The fabulous celebrities and professional dancers will 
be joining the tour judging panel of Craig Revel Horwood, 
Bruno Tonioli and Darcey Bussell.

I know 
she’s (Katya) got her eyes out looking for me doing it 
wrong and having a turned-in foot when it should be 
turned out and not having fingers pointed at the end.” 

Despite his success in the show, Joe and the runners- 
up didn’t stick around to party after the Glitterball 
presentation. 

“There was a little bit of a party Saturday night. The 
four finalists were all so exhausted - I don’t think we 
partied very hard. And I of course had the obligatory cold 
which descended instantly, the second I won.” 

Alexandra Burke made her name on another reality TV 
show - The X Factor - and has got engaged since Strictly 
ended just before Christmas. 

She shared a photo showing her hand with the words 
“I said yes” written on it, after getting engaged in Paris on 
December 18.

So if your favourite doesn’t bag a 
trophy on the night, you only have 
yourself to blame for not backing 
them. 

Many critics believe we’re in a 
golden age of TV, and it’s hard to 
disagree with them. The rise and 
rise of on demand services means 
that big guns such as the BBC, ITV, 
Channel 4 and Sky have had to 
raise their games to compete with 
Netflix and Amazon. 


As a result, we’ve seen some 
cracking shows this year, from the 
final instalment of Broadchurch to a 
fond farewell to Peter Capaldi’s 
tenure in Doctor Who, not to 
mention The Great British Bake 
Off’s move to Channel 4. 

Many believed that the latter 
would be a flop after original hosts 
Mel Giedroyc and Sue Perkins and 
judge Mary Berry quit. However, 
their replacements - Sandi Toksvig, 
Noel Fielding and Prue Leith - have 
more than filled their shoes and, if 
anything, the programme is better 
than ever. 

Bake Off is in the running for the 
Challenge Show title, and if it 
doesn’t beat Love Island, 
MasterChef and I’m a Celebrity... 
Get Me Out of Here! we’ll eat our 
hats, providing they’re covered in 
spun sugar and don’t have soggy 
bottoms, of course. 

The biggest change in the 
proceedings comes with the 
creation of a Crime Drama category 
to reflect just how many such shows 
are produced these days - as well 
as their overwhelming popularity. 


Broadchurch, Line of Duty, Little 
Boy Blue and Sherlock are all in the 
running, but it’s left the good, old- 
fashioned Drama section a little light 
on quality, with Call the Midwife, 
Casualty, Doctor Foster, Game of 
Thrones and Liar as the nominees. 

All are decent enough, but with 
less to choose from it’s what’s 
missing that is baffling - where are 
Taboo, The Moorside and Three 
Girls, for starters? 

But then that can often be the joy 
of such ceremonies - the arguing 
about who or what is missing, and 
who or what should have been the 
winner; it’s the kind of debate 
between friends that can last a very 
long time indeed. 

Phillip Schofield, Tom Hardy, 
Sheridan Smith, David Tennant, 
Peter Kay’s Car Share, Gogglebox, 
Loose Women and Coronation 
Street are also up for awards on the 
night. 

Another change involves 
renaming one trophy The Bruce 
Forsyth Entertainment Award after 
the legendary performer.

MONDAY 

Surgeons: At the Edge of Life 
BBC2, 9pm 

Although not for the squeamish, let alone those 
who have a procedure planned in the next few 
months, this documentary series has been riveting. 
It concludes with an episode entitled The Pioneers, 
which focuses on some of the clinical trials being 
carried out at the Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
Birmingham. Cameras track three trials at the 
vanguard of medicine, on donor livers, implantable 
microphones and prostate cancer, while viewers 
learn what it’s like to take part in this kind of 
experimental treatment - for both surgeons and 
patients. With specialist fixed-rig cameras, head- 
cams and microscope feeds, we once more learn 
more about the miracles that take place on Britain’s 
operating tables every single day. Once again, it 
proves that for sheer drama, these particular 
theatres take some beating. 

TUESDAY 

Love and Hate Crime 
BBC1,10.45pm 

This fascinating series originated on BBC3 and 
offers an insight into some of the hate crimes 
committed in the US every year. Last week focused 
on a young man who murdered his lover in a fit of 


rage after discovering she was transgender. This 
time the focus is on the murder of James 
Andersion, a black man who was mowed down by 
a gang of white youths travelling in a truck; an 
incident described as a modern-day lynching by the 
media. Here, cameras follow the story of 18-year- 
old Sarah Graves, who was in the vehicle, as she 
faces trial. There’s also an insight into how what 
has happened has impacted on her family and how 
she became involved with a racist group, as well as 
a look at the case from the perspective of the 
police and Anderson’s loved ones. 

WEDNESDAY 
Stealing Van Gogh 
BBC2, 9pm 

Andrew Graham-Dixon is currently 
appearing on BBC Four every Tuesday 
evening as presenter of Art, Passion 
& Power: The Story of the Royal 
Collection, but he’s also found the 
time to front this fascinating 
documentary. It takes an in-depth 
look at the true story behind the 
greatest art heist of the 21st 
century to date, which involved the 
theft of two valuable paintings 
from the Van Gogh Museum in 


Amsterdam in December 2002; they were 
eventually recovered in Naples more than a decade 
after the crime took place. Graham-Dixon’s 
exploration takes him across Europe where he 
meets the detectives involved in cracking the case, 
as well as art experts and prosecutors who reveal 
exactly what happened to the 
masterpieces.

RIP Big Cyrille - football 

legend and a gentleman 


TRIBUTES have continued to pour in 
from fans all over the world following the 
death of football legend Cyrille Regis. 

The 59-year-old passed away on Sunday night 
of a heart attack. 

Born on February 9, 1958, to Robert and Mathilde 
Regis in French Guiana, his father moved to Britain, 
with Regis and the rest of his family following a year 
later. They initially pitched up in the Portobello Road 
area before later moving to Stonebridge. 

A talented sportsman, Regis impressed in football, 
cricket and athletics at Cardinal Hinsley School (Har- 
lesden) and was called up to the Borough of Brent 
Boys’ football team. He was offered a trial by Chelsea, 
but was unable to attend due to injury. 

Regis trained as an electrician - a trade he contin¬ 
ued in until becoming a professional footballer - and 
played Sunday League football for Ryder Brent Valley 
and Oxford & Kilburn Boys. 

He began to bang in the goals following a move to 
London amateur club Molesey in 1975/76 and when 
he repeated the feat at Hayes the following season, 
Albion came calling. 

Important 

The 19-year-old was spotted by Baggies chief scout 
Ronnie Allen and a deal was reached to buy Regis 
for £5,000 in May 1977, with another £5,000 once 
he reached 20 appearances. Laurie Cunningham had 
joined two months earlier, Brendon Batson would 
sign soon after - they would become three of the most 
important figures in the club’s history and christened 
The Three Degrees by boss Ron Atkinson. 

Allen took over from Johnny Giles as manager 
and handed the striker his debut in a League Cup tie 
on August 31, 1977 against Rotherham - and Regis 
scored twice in a 4-0 win. Three days later, he was 
on the scoresheet in a 2-1 league victory over Mid¬ 
dlesbrough. Regis ended that first campaign with 10 
goals in 34 league games - and six more in the FA Cup 
as Albion finished sixth and reached the semi-final, 
with Atkinson having replaced Allen in January 1978. 
In 1978/79 Albion finished third in the First Division 
and reached the quarter-finals of the Uefa Cup. 

After 13 goals in 39 league appearances Regis was 
voted PFA Young Footballer of the Year. The Three

Degrees were broken up ahead of the 1979/80 season 
with Cunningham sold to Real Madrid. With Regis 
sidelined early on, he would only net eight league 
goals. Albion finished 10th and exited the cups early. 

Fortunes improved in 1980/81 as Regis bagged 14 
times in 38 league matches, lifting the Baggies to 
fourth and a return to the Uefa Cup. Regis’ tally of 
17 goals in 37 league matches was his best at Albion 
and he finished second in the Footballer of the Year 
vote behind Tottenham’s Steve Perryman 

He also won the first of five England caps in a 4-0 
win over Northern Ireland at Wembley, becoming the 
third black player to be capped by England after Viv 
Anderson and Cunningham. 

Regis left The Hawthorns in 1984 with 112 goals in 
302 games. His eight seasons in Baggies colours were 
followed by a further seven down the road at Coven¬ 
try City, where he won the FA Cup in 1987. 

Having netted 47 goals in 238 games for Coventry, 
Regis was reunited with Atkinson at Villa in 1991 - 
becoming Big Ron’s first signing at Villa Park. 

He netted on his debut again in a 3-2 success over 
Sheffield Wednesday and found the net 11 times that 
season as Villa finished seventh and reached the sixth 
round of the FA Cup. His minutes were limited the 
following season - particularly following the £2.3mil- 
lion arrival of Dean Saunders - and his only goal of 
the campaign would arrive in a 2-1 victory over Not¬ 
tingham Forest in December 1992. 

With his career winding down, he crossed the divide 
for the old gold and black of Wolves, later dropping 
through the divisions to play for Wycombe Wanderers 
and Chester City in Division Three before finally call¬ 


ing time in 1996. After his playing career ended Regis 
also awarded an honorary fellowship by the Univer¬ 
sity of Wolverhampton in 2001 before becoming a 
Member of the Order of the British Empire (MBE) 
in 2008. 

As well as working in a range of coaching roles, he 
became an accredited football agent - including for 
his nephew Jason Roberts - and continued charity 
work with wife Julia, including for WaterAid. His leg¬ 
acy continues to inspire footballers of all races today. 

Regis leaves behind widow Julia, two children and 
three grandchilen. In a statement released by Albion, 
Julia Regis described the 59-year-old legend as her 
‘soulmate’, a ‘beautiful man’ and ‘a wonderful hus¬ 
band, father, grandfather, brother and uncle’. 

She said: “Losing him has turned my whole world 
upside down. It is a void that will never be filled. 
He was a role model for so many because he always 
treated everyone he met with kindness and respect.” 

Albion chairman John Williams said: “Everyone 
will have their precious memories of him as a family 
man, as a crusader against bigotry - which can never 
be under-estimated - and as a man who threw consid¬ 
erable energy into a series of worthy causes. 

Respected 

“But for me, I will never forget Cyrille the foot¬ 
baller - a wonderful, wonderful player who had 
everything and who defenders of the time would have 
hated facing.” 

Geoff Snape, secretary of West Brom’s Former 
Players Association said: “A legend, a word that is 
sometimes used too frivolously but in the case of Big 
C it was a word that summed him up, a really nice 
guy, respected by his colleagues.” 

Tearful Ally Robertson, a former team-mate and 
close friend, said: “I’m heartbroken. Cyrille is a true 
great. He was the ultimate gentleman. I cannot be¬ 
lieve he has gone.” 

Steve Bull joined in the tributes, describing his 
former Wolves team-mate as “a man and a player I 
looked up to”. 

John Wile was captain of the trailblazing Albion 
side of the 70s and 80s that Regis was a part of. He 
said: “You wouldn’t wish to meet a nicer person. 

“He was just an absolute gentleman. It’s a real 
sorry day.” 


Livermore won’t face 
action over fan fracas 

ALBION midfielder Jake Livermore will not face action from the FA after 
confronting a West Ham supporter who allegedly taunted him over the 
death of his infant son. 

The 28-year-old England international has been reminded of his respon¬ 
sibility not to react to fans whatever the circumstances - though mainly for 
his own safety and that of innocent spectators. 

Livermore became involved in an angry exchange with a supporter sitting 
just behind the away team’s dugout at the London Stadium, after being 
substituted in the second half of the Baggies 2-1 loss to the Hammers on 
January 2. 

Albion have claimed Livermore was provoked by a remark related to the 
death of his infant son, Jake Junior, in 2014. 

West Ham have identified the fan and are currently investigating the 
matter.Having asked both clubs for their observations on the incident, the 
FA is understood to be happy with West Ham’s handling of the case.
